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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments to claim 15 do not overcome the 
art rejection of record. The examiner has stated that the two nucleotides of Frudakis AAV68996 (188) and AAV68995 (187) provide 
isolated polynucleotides for use as primers. The claim as amended merely requires 10 nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 303 or 303. As both 
Frudakis sequences comprise at least 300 contiguous nucleotides in common (identical sequences) with SEQ ID NO: 302 and or 303 
these polynucleotides comprise at least 10 contiguous polynucleotides and would selectively identify/ hybridize with SEQ ID NO: 302 and 
or 303 in a stringent hybridization reaction. Frudakis also discloses producing PCR primers from the disclosed sequences for selective 
amplification. As such, claim 15 remains anticipated under 35 USC 102(a).
